The 
time was 6:15. He was found by Mr. Hudson 
lying across a chair. 

I heard a note as if a small cap had ex- 
ploded,” seid Mr. Hudson in describing what 
took place, but I did not think much of it 
until the janitor dame rushing in and said 
that Mr. Keep had shot himself. I found 
him lying acrose a chair, a large hole in his 
right temple. He was unconscious. I can 
account for it only because of his business 
troubles. He was a man who spent a greet 
deal of money and his debts had been piling 
up on him recently.” 


Says “Hudson Can Tell About It.” 

Mr. Hudson notified the police and the 
ambulance took the wounded man to the 
Chicago Emergency hospital, 800 Fifth ave- 
nue. On the wey he regained consciousness. 
He was asked why he had shot himself. 

“Mr. Hudson can tell you all about it,” 
he said. After this he did not apeak. 

Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan was summoned 
by Albert Keep II., only son of the wounded 
man, who arrived at the hoapital soon after 
his father was taken there. Dr. Bevan said 
after the examination. that the bullet had 
gone through the lowér part of the brain 
and the patient had but slight chances of re- 
covering. | 

By his business associates and members of 
his family no reason for Mr. Keep’s act is 
advanced except financial troubles. This is 
the theery of his son, who lives at 87 Rush 
street, and who also is the adopted son of 
Albert Keep of the Northwestern railway 
directorate. ! 

Mr. Keeps wife left Chicago to visit rela- 
tives in Galesburg yesterday morning. Mr. 
Keep’s creditors had been pushing him hard, 
it is stated, and several judgments for small 
amounts' had been entered against him. 

His. friends say they have noticed no pe- 
culiarities in his actions during the last few 
days. Friday night he and his wife visited 
a family named Clark at 8788 Lake avenue, 
where they played dominoes. 

Until three weeks ago Mr. and Mrs, Keep 
lived at the Hotel Warner, but since then 
they had occupied the residence at 2410 
Prairie avenue. There was no one at the 
house last night but the maid. She mid 
there there had been no trouble in the house. 


Lawyer Thirty Years. 

Mr. Keep is 64 years of age and hes been 
a practicing lawyer for nearly thirty years, 
most of that time in Chicago. He is a son 
of the late Judge John M. Keep of Beloit, 
Wiss., where the son was graduated. 

In 1881 Mr. Keep was appointed attorney 
for the Lake Shore and Michigan: Southern 
’ railroad, and in 1883 attorney for the Chicago 
and Northwestern. Hie first wife, whose son 
ie Albert Keep II., died. nearly twenty years 
ago. Mr. Keep married again a few years 
later, and six years ago secured a divorce 
„from the second wife. Ten years ago he left 
Chicago and lived in New York for several 
years. Before that time he had been 4 mem- 
ber of mauy prominent Chicago clubs, but he

“In my opinion,” said Mr. Thomas, it 
is high time automobile manufacturers, au- 
tomobile agents, automobile clubs, auto- 
mobile owners, and automobile. chauf- 
feurs should take a united and posi- 
tive stand against reckless driving; en- 
érting a moral influence so strong that it 
will soon be no more respectable to drive a 
car recklessly through the streets than a 
horse- nos a rare occurrence, largely by 
reason of the contempt in which a reckless 
horse driver is universally held. 


Agrees with “Tribune’s’”’ Policy. 

“TI have recognized from the first that Tun 
TRIBUNE'S attitude in this matter was not ac- 
tuated by antagonism toward the automobile 
industry per se; and I felt that it was serv- 
ing not only the interests of the public but 
the best interests of all concerned. 

“ By the term ‘ reckless driving’. I mean 
driving at a speed that imperiis the lives of 
others, There are conditions when a speed 
| of five miles an hour is absolutely criminal, 
when at other times a speed of forty miles 
an hour does not ehdanger the lives of oth- 
ers; hence it will be seen that recklessness 
does not at all times mean speed. 

„The great majority of owners using au- 
tomobiles are responsible and conservative 
business or professional men, thoroughly 
considerate of the rights of others, and who 
would rather forego forever the pleasure of 
riding if they believed it necessarily endan- 
gered the lives of others. 

„ Without exception this class is as bit- 
terly opposed to reckless driving as the most 
ardent automobile hater, and favors the se- 
verest penalties for infraction of the law. 


Better Chauffeurs Are Needed. 

‘Happily a greater number of sober and 
reliable men ate now engaged in the respect- 
able calling of chauffeur, and the morals of 
this class are improving fast, and the day of 
the unreliable criminal will rapidly become a 
thing of the past. In New York and the east 
the improvement is noticeable and the large 
number of respectable chauffeurs owe it to 
themselves to éliminate this dangerous and 
degrading class from their ranks; for no man 
should ever be permitted to drive a car who 

is not strictly temperate and reliable. 
“Street traffic in the large cities is becoming 
so congested that the laws should be revised 
so as to cotifine the faster vehicles to the 
center of the streets or next to street car 
tracks and the slower vehicles to nearer curb- 
stones. Bicyclists should not be permitted 
to ride abreast nor in the middle of the proper 
side of the street, practically rendering it im- 
possible for a vehicle to pass them without 
3 the street. Pedestrians should not 
to blockade or stand in the 
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01.509, 400 street railway securities in Chi- 
gago will be able to form an opinion of the 
value of their investments. They will be 
able to see how much paper they hold against 
junk. 

A careful estimate of the value of the 
tangible assets, and that is practically all.

Figures to Be Submitted. 

The, figures to be submitted to the com- 
mittee are to be the basis of a proposed agree- 
ment between the companies and the city 
whereby the companies are to be allowed to 
keep on doing business. The fundamental 
principle back of this proposed agreement is 
that while the companies are to be alloweu 
to operate up to the time when the city elects 
to take over the properties, and—what is 
perhaps more important—has the money to 
pay for them, when the city does so elect and 
has the money it can take them over on six 
months’ notice, 

The present conferences bet ween the com- 
mittee and representatives of the companies 
turn altogether on granting the companies 
a revocable license to operate. The value 
of the unexpired franchises is treated as a 
negligible quantity, 

According to the Supreme court decision, 
the Chicago City railway and the West Chi- 
cago Street railway company have franchises 
in certain important streets, over which they 
are permitted to operate until such time as 
the city shall purchase the company’s prop- 
erty. .There is a provision for appraising 
the values of the property in case the city 
shall make such purchase, But inasmuch as 
it may be some years before the city will be 
able to purchase, if ever, it is desired to 
know at this time what tne tangible assets 
are worth and avaid the necessity of await- 
ing an appraisal, the amount of which would 
continue to remain unknown. 


Three Factors in Price. 

Three elements enter into the purchase |. 
price, according to this proposed plan. One 
is the present value of the properties, the 
second the cost of the improvements which 
are to be put on them in the future, and the 
third the cost of maintenance of the prop- 


erties pending the time the city elects to take 


them over. 

Th second and third items mean money to 
be spent in the future, and it will be easy 
bookkeeping to keep an account of it, and 
the vouchers will show what has been spent 
and how much the city must pay. 

The first item is expected to be a matter 
of dispute. The outside figures are 680.181, 
728 for the tangible assets of the Chicago 
City railway, North Chicago Street raliroad, 
and West Chicago Street railroad companies, 
The inside figure is $32,921,242. Whether be- 
tween or above the outside estimate the 
companies will place their properties is not 
much of a conjecture.

. ELLA FLAGG YOUNG WARNS 
AGAINST OVERSTUDY. 


Principal of Normal ,School Is Ap- 
Plauded When She Promises Rede- 
tion of the Work for City’s Pros- 
pective Teachers Next, Year—Misa 
Jane Addams Séores Discord Be- 
tween Teachers and Their Employ- 
ers at Alumni Day Exercises. 


Charges of producing “‘adepte in cram- 
ming rather than efficient teachers were 
laid at the door of the country’s normal 
schools by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, principal 
of the Chicago Normal school, yesterday. 

The normal school idea at present, said 
Mrs. Young in an address at the alumni day 
exercises of the school in the afternoon, “is 
that the prospective teacher must learn the 
best method of teaching every: individual 
branch which she intends to handle. This 
system forces on the normal student a hide- 
bound course of study. 

“Moreover, it forces the student, who is 
otherwise on tne same plane as the college 
student, to undertake an amount of work 
which no college would require or even per- 


mit. 
Local Study to Be Reduced. 

Here in the Chicago Normal school we in- 
tend next year to reduce the number of 
courses required in the normal department 
to three and in the e department to 
two.“ 

This announcement brought a burst of ap- 
plause from the students in the audience. 

Just ‘how teachers shall become adepts 
in teaching everything under this selective 
method I don’t know, and I admit it,“ con- 
tinued Mrs. Young, but I. do know that in 
one or two subjects they will be unsur- 
passed. 15 

Here the speaker wads interrupted by an- 
other wave of applause, started this time by 
several members of the board of education 
who were in the room. 

“There is nothing so conducive to loose, 
careless teaching and thinking as inconsecu- 
tiveness. The normal student, instead of 
flitting from subject to subject, as she does 
now, should pursue one or two in such a 
way as to get an adequate preparation.“ 


Miss Addams Alludes to Discord. 
Criticigm of educational conditions nearer 
home was vbiced by Miss Jane Addams, 
whose address followed that of Mrs. Young. 
There is much in our educational system 
in Chicago that is unsatisfactofy,”’ she said, 
due to friction between the administrative 
and teaching forces, There is nothing any- 
where like this faculty with 6,000 members 
which we have here, and we haven't yet 
learned how to administer it. I think the 
superintendent, the board of education, and 
the teachers will admit that. We need a 
combination of training and experience.“ 
Other speakers at the exercises, which took 
the form ofsa luncheon and celebration in the 
gymnasium of the school, were Judge Charles 
. Cutting. Miss Mary L. Stanton, Miss Jen- 
nie Hanson, and Dean Wilbur 8. Jackman of 
the University of Chicago Elementary school. 
Four hundred and fifty graduates, repre- 
senting more than thirty classes, answered 
the roll call which closed the exercises.

Attorney Newman had been cross examin- 
ing him for an hour when he asked the wit- 
hess point blank whether he claimed owner- 
ship to Zion City. Attorney P. C. Haley, for 
Dowie, objected and after a long colloquy At- 
torney Haley told the court Dowie claims the 
property and Dowie testified that he con- 
siders all the property his own. 

Dowie declared for years he has had a 
source of Income of $10,000 a year and up- 
ward which he never understood. He de- 
clared he never knew whence it came or how 
it happened that he received it. He denied 
he ever used any of the money for his own 
benefit, but said he spent it for the use of 
God and humanity. At this point Attorney 
Newman smiled and Dowle shouted at him 
to cease sneering. 


Do you wish the court to understand that 


all the property at Zion City is yours?” asked 
Attorney Newman, insisting upon a categori- 
cal answer. 

Dowie for a time refused to answer and a 
colloquy between counsel and the court re- 
sulted. Finally all the lawyers talked at 
once. Judge Landis pounded on his bench,

White it ie true that the president. bas won 
out as against the Wadsworth-Lorimer com- 
bination, it is proper that due credit should 
be given to ‘the efforts in this direction of 
Speaker Cannon. As an Illinois man he was 
disposed naturally to protect the packing 
house interest against unwise and extrava- 
“gant attacks upon it. He was therefore par- 
tially in sympathy with the effort to amend 
the Beveridge inspection ‘scheme so as to 
make it less drastic. 

Possibly some people have misunderstood 
the speaker's position on that question, but 
the fact remains that he Kas rendered a dis- 
tinct service to the public in securing co- 
operation between the president and the re- 
publi¢an majority in congress. 

Senator Beveridge today made the follow- 
ing statement in referenceto the controversy 
between the president and Representative 
Wadsworth regarding tne night inspection 
clause of the amendment to the agrictltural 
appropriation bill: 

“In my opinion the Wadeworth substitute

Says Packers Sin at Night. 


But at night when no work is supposed 
to be done and no meat supposed to be in- 
spected is the time when improper practices 
are said to occur in the packing houses. Cer- 
tainly then is the time when any improper 
practices would occur. 

Therefore, my bill provides that the in- 
spectors shall have access during the night 
time as well as during the day time to every 
part of any ‘ establishment hereinbefore de- 
scribed without respect to whether or not any 
slaughtering or other work is being done 
therein.“ The purpose of this was to put the 
packing houses under the surveillance of the 
inspectors when closed as well as when 
open. ‘This provision, which I déem most 
important, the Wadsworth substitute omits. 

Representative Wadsworth thinks his 
language covers this serious point. I do not. 
At the least, therefore, there is an emphatic 
difference of opinion. And in a law as vital 
as this, affecting the health and lives of the 
people, its provisions should be made clear 
beyond cavil and dispute. 

“ The president, Mr. McCabe, and Mr. Rey- 
nolds all agree that the language of my 
amendment is far preferable to that of the 
Wadsworth substitute. The amendments to 
the house substitute, which they have sent 
to Representative Adams of the house com- 
mittee, have been submitted tome, If adopt- 
ed these amendments will make the house bill 
substantially the same as my bill to ali in- 
tents and purposes, although the language 
is not so clear and plain. The president has 
fead and approved this statement.“

Under 
ordinary circumstances these horses would 
be named at Milwaukee, but if records made 
at Libertyville are to be a bar at Milwaukee 
their nominations will be lost to the Wis- 
consin organization, as it would hardly pay 
to name these Horses in the faster classes 
to which the records certain to be made at 
Libertyville would relegate them. With no 
opportunity for such horses to perform in 
their proper classes much of the incentive 
for the larger stables to enter at Milwaukee 
wil! be gone, and the state fair will lose the 
presence and the drawing power of a good 
many noted animals. It would be an easy 
matter for those in charge of the fair—which 
does not place until fall—to make the 
necessary announcements to horsemen that 
records at the Libertyville July meet- 
ing will not ‘be a bar, and it is to be hoped 
this will be done. 


Good Sport for Libertyville. 
As to the,Libertyville meeting, which be- 


gins on July 4, there is every prospect that 


it will furnish grand sport to the lovers of

Wherever the M. and M. race is trotted this 
year it promises to be a great contest, unless 
the absence of betting makes the drivers 
of some of the horses indifferent as to wheth- 
er or not they win first money, which would 
involve taking a fast record. The chances 
now favor Cleveland as the place where the 
race will be trotted, and it so happens that 
three entries in the big race are being 
trained there. 

All of them have worked good miles with- 
in the last six days. Allie Jay, which Ben 
Kenney is preparing, stepped in 2:15, 2:17%, 
with a final quarter better than :32. These 
miles are not as fast by a second or so as 
some that the mare reeled off ten days ago, 
but Kenney does not string her out every 
week.

DEALERS OPPOSE ART DUTY. 
Plan of French Government to Impose 


20 Per Cent Import Tax Meets 
with Resistance.

PARIS, June 16.—The members of the As- 

sociation of Paris Art and Curiosity Dealers 
are rising) up against a new tax which the 
French government is reported to be consid- 
ering. It is proposed to levy on objects of 
art imported into France a duty of 20 per Cent 
ad valorem, and it is said the treasury would 
benefit by it to the extent of about $3,400,000 
a year. 

The art dealers intend to ask the minister 
of finance for an audience in order that they 
may state their views. They declare that 
France has so many objects of art that she 
exports.moré than she imports, and that the 
imposition of such a duty would lead simply 
to reprisals. 

Moreover, the leading dealers have branch 
establishments abroad. Consequently they 
would send new purchasers to countries 
where no duty is levied and not to Paris. In 
ecnelusion the dealers point ont that it would 
be extremely difficult to estimate the value 
of objects of art brought into the country.

Income Tax and Pensions for Work- 
men Also Proposed—Necessary to 
Find New Sources of Revenue to 
Meet Budget. Defictt — Juares, So- 
cialist Leader, Makes Long Speech 
Advocating Collectiviem -— rere 
Points Out Inconsistencies.

The session began by the reading of the min- 
isterial program. The only criti¢iem which 
might be made upon the latter is that it is a’ 
little too complete, if, such a reproach 18 
legitimate. 

The cabinet, which has acquired fresh 
strength from the fact that ite majority has 
been brought up to 120 by its*success during 
the eléctions, had announced the intention 
of really governing and not allowing itself 
to be directed by a sort of false committee 
of public safety, which is controlled by the. 
delegation of the left. It has kept this prom- 
ise and has made known its program, which 
was received with cordial applause. This pro- 
gram in the first. place announced a general 
amnesty for strikers and anarchists con- 
demned for violence, and the Catholics sen- 
tenced on the occasion of the inventories. 
Then followed a series of reforms ot᷑ all sorts 
beginning with the voting of pensions for 
workmen and ending with a general income 
tax, the latter of which attracted the chief 
attention of the public, 

It is desired not only to have workmen's 
pensions but also a more formidable army 
and fleet, and the deficit im the budget which 
will result from these contradictory ambi- 
tione will this year make it necessary to find 
other resources of revenue than the income 
tax which the people seem to desire to slip 
into our finances incognito by stipulating in 


advance that it will be neither vexatious nor 


inquisitorial, and that it will not be super- 
posed on the former taxes, but will simply re- 
place a part of the direct taxation. If the in- 
come taxe should not augment the receipts of 
the treasury those who invented it would be 
considered poor financiers, for the best tax 
for all is one which they are in the habit of 
paying. It would not be worth while to 
change unless there were some particular 
advantage to be gained, 


Juares Speaks on Collectivism. 

Immediately after the ministerial declara- 
tion the chamber began to discuss interpelia- 
tions on the general policy of the cabinet. 
After Girault Richard had advised concord 
among the-republicans, Jaures began a 
epeech which took up the whole sitting and 
was continued at the sitting on Thursday. 
Jaures, while congratulating himeelf on the 
success of the socialists at the élections, had 
promised to crystallize the collectiviet doc- 
trine into a bill, the doctrines of whien he de- 
fends the more vigorously now that the elec- 
tion to the chamber of Jules Guesdes has 
hrought him into rivalry with him. 

Jaures later admitted that the collectivist 
doctrine is too ample te be crystallized into 
the text of a bill and asked. permission to 
define it in a speech. The result is that after 
the lapse of some months all we have is the 
speech and the speech is a deception, How 
could it be anything else when theadversary 
of private property proposes to dispossess 
everybody, but will at the same time in- 
demnffy those whom he has disposseseed. 

The first question is the following: What 
will you indemnify them with since you will 
have taken everything from everybody and 
how are you going to prevent. this indemnity 
from becoming in the hands of those who 
receive it precieely that private property 
which you defire to destroy?

LONDON TRADESPEOPLE DEPEND 
ON AMERICAN BUYERS. 


Store and Motel Keepers Say Great- 
est Part of Profit Comes from vie- 
itors from This Side of Ocean— 
Tourists from Other Nations Pur- 


Crowded with Foreigners and The- 
aters Have Full Audiences. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. }

LONDON, June 16.—Americans and Amer- 

ican money are the predominating influences 
in London this season. At the hotele and 
in the shops the sight of a visitor from the 
states is hailed with delight. and hig appear- 
ance is a signal for beaming countenances 
and bows of welcome, for hotel keepers and 
tradespeople have come to realize that Amer- 
jean money, or ite equivalent im British cin 
és about the only kind of currency cifculating 
freely this year. 

The manager ef one of the leading hotels 
told me the other day that he was almost 
wholly dependent’ upon Americans, for the 
support of bis establishment. 


“Seem to Have All the mode 0 

“ No one else seems to have any money.“ he 
eaid, with a look of despair. ‘If it were not 
for your country pepple I do not know whet 
I should do. Ordinarily, at this time of year, 
our restaurant is patronized generously by 
the people of all nationalities who are yisit- 
ing here, but this year it is deriving its main- 
tenance almost exclusively from Americans. 
I dread to think of the time when the tide of 
travel will turn back toward New York.” 

Shopkeepers have the same story totelh In 
the larger stores the patronage hae consist- 
ed largely of Americana, and their purchases 
of expensive articles have been the chief 
source of revenue, and have eclipsed the com- 
bined trading of all other tourists. Even the 
smaller tradesman has depended upon his 
prosperous.cousin from across the ocean for 
the business profits which accrue to the Lon- 
don trade at this time of the year. 


Town Overrun with Visitors. 

The town is overrum with vistors, ‘and 
the streets are alive with sightseers: About 
the places of interest there swarms daily a 
throng of tourists, and the hotels and res- 
taurants. are filled with a cosmopalitan 
assemblage; which chatters and talks ih 
all the languages known to mankind.

f cumvr TURNS ON LIGHT. 


Trade and Packing House Condi- 
tions Stir Dominion to 
Activity. 


Ottawa, Ont,, ‘hind 14.—tSpecial Corre- 
spondence.}—The scandal campaign in par- 
Lument has so far comprised northwest land 
grafts, the stealing of constituencies, double 
prices for supplies to various departments of 
the government, luxuries for government 
sieamers said to be diverted for the use cf 
Hersons at present unknown, the North At- 
lantie Trading company revelations involving 
high Canadian. officials in London, and a lot 
of minor matters, 

Public business generally has had to give 
way largely to the scandal resolutions intro- 


Guced into the house of commons by the 


opposition and the discussions following 
them, and every week something new has 


been brought up to strengthen the impression 


the conservatives are labofing so hard to 
create, that the Laurier administration is 
even worse than that of the tories when the 
latter had the whip hand at Ottawa. 

The government has allowed the opposition 
a good dea] of rope in these charges, while 
taking good care not to show its hand too 
epenly, but enough has transpired to satisfy 

te supporters that under the surface there 
is a good deal of activity. Sir Wilfrid Laurter 
and his colleagues are not the class of men 
to allow charges of the kind that have been 
showered u to pass unheedad. 
Everything in relation to these charges is, 
in fact, being probed to the bottom. 


On Trail of Guilty. 


2 Stewart, one ot the members for 
the capital, recently referred to the scandals 
in a manner that showed clearly enough 
the government is on the track of the guilty, 
where there is believed to be anything in 
the statements made, and that punishment 
will be sure and. swift where shown to be 
justified beyond the possibility of doubt. 

Mr. Stewart intimates that when the guilt 
is brought home it will be found that con- 
servative officials in office when the liberale 
came into power are mixed up in it, This 
has been widely interpreted as an intima- 
tion that ‘the government is expected to re- 
move some of the deputy ministers appoint- 
ed under the conservative régime. 

Party leaders on both sides in parliament 
are working hard to make up for the time 
lost by the scandal investigations and to 
bring the séssion to an end by the close of 
the present month or early in July, leaving 
the way clear for the revision of the tariff 
at a@ fall session. Public and private bills 
are beginning to be pretty well cleared off 
the paper, the inquiries before; the various 
committees are reaching their final stages, 
and supply is being voted in a manner that 
indicates a general disposition to put up the 
shutters and go home for a much needed 
summer vacation, a luxury that parliament 
has not been allowed to enjoy for several 
years. 

Plans for Senate Reforms. 

Dir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, Senator Ferguson, Senator Miller, 
and possibly others have outlined various 
plans of senate reform, and all of them differ. 
As regards the composition of the upper 
house, Sir Wilfrid would not be averse to the 
American system and to allow each province 

to be represented by an equal number of 
ved Bie, 

Sir Richard Cartwright's plan is the reduc- 
tion of the senators from eighty-three to 
seventy-two, by the nonfilling of vacancies 
after the total is down to seventy-two, while 
preserving the principle of representation by 
provinces, the nomination of twenty-four to 
remain with the crown and the remaining 
forty-eight to be elected by the provincial 
legislatures by means of cumulative voting, 
all new nominations or elections to be for a 
term of twelve years. Senator Ferguson's 
proposal would ‘retain the principle ot ap- 
pointment by the crown and tenure for life, 
but with an age limit, providing that no 
senator should be summoned who is over 60 
years of age. 


Meat Precautions Taken. 

In reply to inquiries in both houses of par- 
Hament on the meat canning question in 
connection ‘with the statements published 
respecting the trade in Chicago and other 
American. packing centers ministers state 
that the government is taking immediate 
action. It is fully recognized that an un- 
precedented opportunity has arisen to enor- 
mously increase Canada’s supplies of canned 
meats for British consumption and to cap- 
ture a large proportion of the contracts for 
the British military and naval services. 

Measures already are. on foot for the en- 
forcement of all existing laws for the inspec- 
tion of the factories and packing establish- 
ments and of such other regulations as will 
satisfy the. British government as to the 


quality of Canadian tinned meats and the 


cleanly and sanitary methods of slaughter- 
ing and packing. The Chicago revelations 
have served a good purpose in Canada as re- 
gards local meat supplies in arousing the 
authorities not only to the necessity of a 


thorough inspection of the slaughtering and, 


packing houses generally but of the dressed 
meats in storage. Most of the dressed meais 
and poultry sold in the dominion are killed 
by farmers without inspection, but there are 
rigid laws relating to everything in these 
lines exposed for sale and these laws are 
being enforced rigorously.

PRESIDENT AND CHAIRMAN. 

The letters which have passed between 
President Roosevelt and Chairman Wads- 
worth make good reading. They add in- 
terest to a . interesting controversy. 
They are not diplomatic notes with delicate 
innuendos | and suggestions, They are 
blunt and to the point. The president is not 
restrained by fears that he may be accused 
of influencing or dictating ‘legislation. He 
s substitute is 
bad and tells him wherein he thinks it is bad, 
and what he may do with it if it shall reach 
him in-a bill. It is pleasant to know that 
Representative Wadsworth is not abashed 
or overawed by presidential criticism. The 
chairman thinks his work is good and he 


Wanner to tell the president that he is 

“ very, very wrong,’ and to resent language 
which he thinks impugns by innuendo the 
sincerity and competency of the commit- 
tee of which he is chairman. 

The president probably did not revise his 
letter after he had dashed it off. If he had 
done so he might have modified some of its 
expressions and been less sweeping in his 
censures. He admits be was in error in 
one particular. The substitute is not 80 
black as he paints it. In some particulars 
he misjudges it, as Chairman Wadsworth 
has pointed out. The president admits that 
it would work “a certain slight improve- 
ment over the resent law.” It would work 
more than a “slight improvement.” If 
ved up to and reinforced by adequate local 
inspection of sanitary conditions it would 
work a decided improvement. This does not 
change the fact, however, that in most re- 
spects the Beveridge amendment is alto- 
gethe: superior to the substitute. Its adop- 
tior would dispel distrust at home and 
abroad far more effectively. 

That is what the president thinks, and his 
belief explains his unconventional course in 
the matter. He feels obliged to speak as 
plainly about the substitute as Cleveland did 
about the nan tariff bill in his

The fact that con- 
ditions exist in some plants which make the 
notices necessary is likely to convince the 
public that the president should be upheld 
in his demand for rigid and flawless legisla- 
tion. 
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INDIVIDUAL AND NATIONAL TONE. 

Prof. Charles Waldstein, in an article in 
the North American Review, deplores the 
in.finence that has been exerted on American 
social ideals by the vulgar rich of New 
York and Newport. It would be easy to 
exaggerate the extent of this influence, but 
that it lias exisfed and has been harmful! is 
unquestionable. Improvements in meansof 
communication and transportation have in- 
creased ‘social solidarity and added force to 
Mr. Bagehot’s observations, in his ** Phys- 
ies and Politics,” regarding the effects of 
the example of an individual or of individ- 
usls prominent in any way in shaping not 
only social ideals in the narrower sense but 
national ideals and character in all their 
phases. 

The tone of an age in literature, art, polite 
society, polities, religion, Mr. Bagehot 
argued, is chiefly determined by the tone of 
its leaders in those lines. Addison popu- 
larizes u style of writing, other writers con- 
sciously or unconsciously imitate it, and it 
becomes the distinctive literary style of that 
age. Lord Palmerston is flippant, and, 
under him, Englishmen carry their political 
burdens lightly; Mi. Gladstone is earnest, 
and under his leadership political England 
becomes conscientious and earnest. It is 
ir much this same way that the class Prof. 
Waldstein criticises has caused many peo- 
ple in the United States to set about ge- 
quiring wealth by fair means or foul and 
ostentatiously displaying it as if these were 
chief ends of life. The psychological law 
of suggestion is operative throughout na- 
tional as well as individual life. Every idea 
presented to the individual or the public 
mind by example or otherwise tends to 
realize itself in action unless inhibited: 

Fortunately good example is no less ef- 
fective than bad. The most striking con- 
temporary illustration of Mr. Bagehot’s 
proposition is to be found not in the baneful 
influence of the dishonest and vulgar rich

Adams should be designated “as the Union 
Fer as though it had a particular claim 
to the name, when there are at least four. 
other depots which are used by several 
roads, is probably a mystery. The 
usual notion of a union depot in a city of 
the size and importance of this is that of 

a grand structure with a great train shed 
pe with every possible facility for the 
traveling public. People who come into the 
Park row station from the east and are 
transferred to the Union depot must often 
avonder and as often smile when they see 
the accommodations furnished to Chicago 
patrons by such large railway systems as 
the Pennsylvania, the Burlington, the Al- 
ton, and the Milwaukee and St. Paul. ‘It 
is reported that more people use this depot 
daily than any other in the city, while 
with one exception the cost of mainte- 
nance is less. 

No one who ever has to wait for a train 
in that depot leaves it without feeling its 
unattractiveness and the inadequacy of its. 
accommodations, or without noting the 
general appearance of old fashioned in- 
efficiency of administration everywhere, 
The waiting rooms are neither convenient- 
ly situated with reference to the train 
shed nor pleasing to the one who is com- 
pelled to sit there. The traveler, looking 
after his luggage, seeking something to 
eat, patronizing the news stand, inquir- 
ing about his trains, greeting or dismissing 
friends, or waiting for his connections, can- 
not fail to be impressed with the poverty 
of the facilities which four great railroads 
afford their patrons, especially if he be 
familiar with the situation in other depots 
here, the poorest of which is much superior 
to the Union depot. | 

The ever ready response to complaints 
is that the other road is to blame, and 
as the other road means the Pennsylvania, 
which operates the station, the blame for 
the conditions must rest there. There is 
no room for a respectable depot on the 
present site. With a downhill grade on 
the south and a downhill grade on the 
west, the slopes at different angles, the 
approach to the present site is bad and 
always will be. More than in other depots 
any station at that place must be an up 
an. down affair. If the site is given up 
then there comes the great problem of a 
new one. There will always be those cit- 
izens who will dream of a day when Chi- 
engo may have one great union depot, 
centrally located and adequate for all 
needs. Instead of this almost hopeless 
dream must be a common sense solution. 
The facilities of the present Union depot 
have not been satisfactory for many years; 
the companies understand that just as the 
long suffering travelers do. But the prac- 
tical problems are to be solved and they 
are recognized by all as difficult ones. If 
there were any signs of earnest thought on 
the part of the railway officials the patrons 
might be content for a while longer to 
bear with the ill ventilated and insanitary 
rooms provided for their comfort. It is the 
apparent indifference of the great corpora- 
tions that angers the traveling public. 


VETO WATER ORDINANCE. 

People in many parts of the eity are 
‘without a constant supply of water ‘above 
the first floor. Some schools are suffering. 
The pressure is reduced by waste which 
would be stopped by meters. Last Janu- 
ary the city conncil passed an ordinance 
for metering, at public cost, all services 
whose frontage rates and extra charges 
for fixtures aggregate $25. About 20,000 
services fall within this limit. The last 
appropriation bill set, apart $200,000 for 
the work, and it was intended to be com- 
pleted in two years. 

No sooner was this work under way 
than certain undisclosed special interests— 
understood to be mainly saloons—began, 
through certain aldermen, to object. These 
aldermen finally secured a recommenda- 
tion from the water committee of the 
council that the limit be raised to $40, and 
the. council in a perfunctory manner 
passed an ordinance accordingly. Last 
Monday night the mayor vetoed this ordi- 
nance, Thereupon one alderman asked to 
have the limit raised to $42.50. Another, 
eolemniy objecting to $42.50 as an awk- 
ward basis for clerical computations, pro- 
nosed “an easy figure like $45, or, better, 
350.“ Another moved the adoption of the 
latter figure, and the council actually ac- 
quiesced by a vote of forty-seven to fifteen. 
The water bureau has been compelled to 
discharge a good part of the seventy-five 
men organized for the metering work, and 
unless the action of Monday night is re- 
versed thousands of dollars already ex- 
pended in making openings will have been 
wasted. 

Such spasmodic and irresponsible legis- 
lation as this is thoroughly discreditable 
to the council. The water.committee did 
well accordingly, on Friday, to ask Mayor 
Dunne to veto this $50 ordinance. He 
certainly should veto it. The $25 limit is 
the right one. If that cannot be sustained 
the $40 limit should be sustained. That 
will at least allow 5,000 meters to be set 
this year. 

Such an addition of meters would im- 
mediately improve the service throughout 
Aldermen voting to override the 
mayor's veto will vote to protect the few 
who wish to avoid paying for what wager 
they usp, instead of to protect the many 
who pay and do not receive. The veto 
should be sent in and should be sustained. 
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PLENTY OF ROOM. 

A few days ago it was reported that the 
plans of the Klio club to send working girls 
to Lake Geneva for a summer outing had 
been blocked by the objections of the owners 
of. property adjoining the house rented last 
year. Now it appears that Northwestern 
university has refused to allow a portion of 
its grounds to be used for a rest camp be- 
cause of the opposition of neighbors. 

It is trae that children taken from homes 
in the crowded districts sometimes fail to 
realize, in the novelty of country surroun  - 
ings, that not everything is theirs to be 
taken freely. A little careful supervision by 
the charitably inclined people who have 
such matters in charge ought to remove any 
ground for complaint on that score. As to 
the older persons, they can usually be trusted 
nct to make nuisances of themselves. The

It ought to be possible for the 
campers to wear their oldest clothes without 
the possibility of meeting stylishly dressed 
critics, There ought to be accessible woods 


near by, and, if possible, a stream of run- 


ning water. There are a thousand places 
which meet this description. The Klio club 
and the Camp Good Will managers will be 
in the wrong if they allow objection to one 
particular site to interfere with their good 
work for the summer, 


THE NOISE OF A CITY. 

A great many people felt sympathy for 
those citizens of South Chicago who re- 
eently.sought the arrest and punishment of 
certain persons who disturbed the quiet of 
the daytime by making unwelcome noises 
on the street, or for those in another part 
of the city who sought an injunction to pre- 
vent neighbors from singing late in the night. 
if there is any one in the world who onght 
to have quiet during the evening it is the 
resident of a city, where husth and rush 
mark the busy day, with the whirr of ma- 


-¢hinery, the rattle and roar of elevated 


trains, the clang of gongs, the ringing of 
bells, the clatter of horses’ hoofs, and the 
thousand other noises, each of itself enough 
to disturb one’s nerves, and all together mak- 
ing life a veritable babel of confusion. 

It has happened many times that people 
from the country spending a night in town 


-have failed to find sleep because of the 


unwonted noises heard on every hand, or, 
if they have fallen asleep at last, have been 
wakened at daylight by the milkmen mak- 
ing their early morning rounds. In like 
manner it has often happened that the city 
man, spending a night in the country, has 
not rested well because of the stillness, as he 
bas, missed from his consciousness the fe- 
miliar din which has become part of his 
life, whether sleeping or waking. Either i- 
lustration, or both, will call attention to the 
fact that the city is noise cursed, and there 
is every reason to indorse heartily the ef- 
forts of any one who seéks quiet in the even* 
ing after the day’s work is done. 

In the South Chicago case there is a pe- 
culiar element, for there are many laborers 
there who work all night and so are forced 
to get their sleep in the daytime. If the 
number of such persons in all parts of this 
city were to be stated it would probably 
represent many thousands. In reversing 
the order of nature so far as waking and 
sleeping hours are concerned such laborers 


run the risk of losing much needed rest be- 


cause of the inevitable noise of the daytime, 
and yet they ought to be entitled to such 
relief as would come from the prohibition 
of the unnecessary noises which swell the 
din caused by the machinery of business and 
transportation which it is impossible to 
prevent. 

How much the city’s noise may be in- 
creased by a single industry is well illus- 
trated by the automobile horn. The warn- 
ing signals used by chauffeurs are fast get- 
ting beyond the limit of mere utility. It is 
essential that some device be used to warn 
the pedestrian of the approach of one of 
the rapidly moving machines, but it is an 
open question whether owners of automo- 
biles should be allowed so much freedom 
in the selection of the device. Some of the 
newest horns heard have made a great ad- 
dition to the volume of unnecessary noise 
which makes so important an element of 
the nervous wear and tear of city life. 

Much of the noise is the result of thought- 
lessness, as illustrated by the case of people 
who disturb their neighbors by singing and 
piano playing late in the night, but there is 
a good deal of it which might be regulated 
if not absolutely prohibited. The whole 
life of strenuousness which city people lead 
tends to nervous breakdown. Wherever 
any saving of strength is possible extra ef- 
fort should be put forth to this end. 


MUSIC IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The criticism made by Mr. Watt, prin- 
cipal of one of the Chicago schools, of the 
method of teaching music in them is di- 
rectly to the point. Mr. Watt says that 
the music course is so full that it is im- 
possible to accomplish what is expected 
of the teachers, and that it should be so 
simplified that it will be inv! ting, pleas- 
ant, reasonable, nontechnical, unhurried, 
and varied.” It is safe to say that the 
course, as it is now taught, has not one 
of these characteristics, 

The mistake is made, as Mr. Watt says, 
of having the course “too full.” If music 
is to be taught in the schools with any 
degree of thoroughness, or if that is the 
expectation, then the whole system must 
be radically changed. There must be 
musical supervisors enough to do the work 
and not leave it to the discretion of teach- 
ers who not only have enough to do out- 
side of music but many of whom have no 
aptitude for teaching and are as insensible 
to the qualities of sound as some people 
are blind to color. Such teachers can do 
no harm to children who will drop music 
when they leave school, but they cag do 
great harm to those who are desirous of 
making music a profession, since the chil- 
dren will have to unlearn nearly all they 
have learned in school. 

There is not a branch of stady in. the 
school curriculum more difficult than mu- 
sic if it is thoroughly taught. It involves 
the mathematical as well as the emotional. 
There are occasionally those who grasp 
even its technicalities intuitively and have 
the mysterious gift of mastering its dim- 
culties with ease, but these are few, and 
teaching is not likely to affect them much, 
be it good or bad. With the majority, 
however, its acquirement is a matter of 
hard study under good teachers. The pu- 
pile in the public schools, however, do not 
have hard study, for they have not the 
time for it. They do not have good teach- 
ers, for teaching ‘music is expert work. 
It is not the teachers’ fault. They do the 
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saloonkeepers whose places of business have 
large plate glass fronts should be marty not 
to throw hatchets at her.

has overlooked you.” Today, in Devonshire, Cornwall, and in other 
parts of England, any untoward event is called “a wisht thing.“ 

Pope Pio Nono was supposed by some most devout Roman Cath- 
olles to have had the evil eye. Even in the act of asking and receiving 
his blessing they would point two fingers at him, to ward off the 
malign influence of his eye. 

Probably -hypnotism is answerable for the extraordinary universal- 
ity of this superstition of the malign power of an evil eye or will. 
Some years ago there appeared a strange story from a physician's 
notebook of a girl patient, detained in a lunatic asylum for a murder 
committed under hypnotic influence.

acquired the detestable habit of never using tobacco, the perfume of 
bad cigars is heid to be objectionable, and the smoker thereof is an 
unwelcome guest. Hence he refrains from going outside his. own 
home to smoke.. He reserves the penetrating odor of his cigars for 
those whom he loves best. It is the incense which he offers only ‘n 
his own domestic temple. 

It has also been commonly observed that bad cigars invariably 
are selected by women who wish tc give welcome presents to the men 
whom they love. When the wife of the smoker of good cigars gives 
him a box for which she has paid $1.20 he must either make a 
hypocritical pretense of being pleased, or he must show his disap- 
pointment, and wound his wife’s affections. No one can tell how 
many happy homes have been broken up because the husband was a 
smoker of good cigars and his wife gave him bad ones. But to the 
experienced smoker of bad cigars all gifts of cigars are equally wel- 
come, and whenever his wife, or his sweetheart, gives him a box of 


the cheapest cigars in the market, he is filled with gratitude, and both 
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officers of the law for their enforcement may be accepted as necessary. 

As a proposition without color of creed or fancy, if the one most 
nearly perfect of all men might be discovered and in all his refine- 
ments, culture, and morality be held up to the example of civilization, 
we should have at once the most unnatural man in the world! This 
man would have been the product of unending concessions. More 
than that, many of these concessions would have been made grudg- 
ingly—not grudging of the concession but in protest toward the 
cause, knowledge and consideration of which are first necessities. 

Here is the rock upon which the conventional moral dictator 
stumbles. He preaches always the concession to right. He lays 
emphasis always upon the fact that only right—which so largely 
is geographical and artificial—needs even to be considered in the moral 
code. Out of the concessionist’s wide knowledge and self-effacement 
he asks him to forget wrong as a condition. 

Yet while this didactic moralist is asking this individual self- 
concession to all right, we find him preaching in words a direct recog- 
nition of wrong and a further burdensome connivance with it! He is 
asking as a still further exemplification of morality that the pupil 
under him, pledging himself to all right, shall have virtuous toleration 
for such tolerable wrongs as inevitably must be his. To such wrongs 
as these this pupil is asked to close eye and ear to the offense and 
keep silence as to the offender! 

Could any rule of self and any law of social conduct be better 
framed for the profound discouragement of the world’s untried initiate? 
Conceding almost every elemental right that is his and condoning 
almost every other community wrong in others, could the dictator of

even poisonous; but there is no way of telling which except by trying 
it; one must take the risk or leave it alone.

At 
one moment a bit of woolen yarn will blaze up in the cigar, at another 
the rich flavor of smoldering bits of leather will mingle with the 
original flavor of the tobacco. Occasionally small pieces of india 
rubber find their way into these cigars. The flavor of burning rubber 
is seldom: relished by one who js accustomed to it. But one cannot 
deny that when it comes to the smoker unexpectedly it adds greatly 
to the wealth of incident which characterizes this remarkable brand. 

Smoking sometimes is said to be uneventful and monotonous, ex- 
cept, of course, when the smoker 10 practicing on his first ap, but 
there is nothing monotonous about a 5 cent cigar.

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The — horrors of Russian prison life—the 
despair and anguish of men and women buried for 
long years in living tombs—are told by Ida Scalia, a 
noble Russian fugitive now in Saxony. Six months 
ago the impregnable doors of Schlusselburg were 
opened by czars amnesty proclamation only to 
close again upon the new leaders of the unsuccessful 
Moscow revolution. | 

Mrs. Scalia tells a remarkable story of what she 
saw and heard. She details shuddering instances of 
madness caused by years of solitude and darkness. 
Prisoners were tortured, and starved, and beaten. They 
were not ‘permitted to have candles, even during the 
long Russian winter nights. She ‘tells of despairing 
wives, unable to communicate with their husbands, who 
committed crimes and begged to be sent io the prisons 
in which their husbands were confined. The awful 
details df life in the political prisons of Russia at last 
are revealed, and the story is authentic.

Y the amnesty of Oct. 30, 1905, many 
political prisoners emerged once more 
into the light of day from the gloomy 
fortresses where they had been confined, 
in some cases, for years. Among these 
was one Martha Grusenberg, who had 
been a cuptive in the fortress of Schlus- 
selburg, near Lake Ladogor, (or over

twelve years. 
nately dabbled in nihilism, 
juggernaut of Russian autocracy. Some twenty of the 
leaders of the unsuccessful revolt in Moscow were 
lately sent to the Schlusselburg, awaiting them a life 
of hardship and sufferings. 

Prior to 1889 it appears the eonditions prevailing 
in the fortress were Comparatively humane, but in that 
year a new era of severity was initiated. Three im- 
portant concessions were withdrawn from the prison- 
ers. They were forbidden to read any books save 
religious ones, they were forced to take their re- 
stricted exercise daily alone, and they weree@not al- 
lowed the use of artificial light on the plea of intended 
immediate installation of electric light. All candles 
were removed from the cells and what that means may 
be imagined when it is remembered that in mid-winter 
darkness sets in in Russia as early as 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


* ** 
Bad Food and Prolonged Darkness. 


The bad food served out to the prisoners is one 
reason why so few of those sentenced to long terms of 
imprisonment live to complete their sentences. At one 
time the staple diet was a sour, almost nauseous soup, 
called “stschi.” It was good enough for the health, 
and when, under a pretended attempt to improve the 
diet, its use was discontinued and other less whole- 
some food substituted, scurvy became a regular visitor 
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to the prison, the result of which is that the inside of 
the mouth becomes torn and lacerated and the teeth 
begin to fall out. In many cases prisoners have lost 
all of their. teeth. 

The prolonged darknesg is a frequent cause ,of 
mania, but those prisoners who retain their reason 
become torpid, apathetic, and insensible to physical 
pain. But the sense of hearing, under these conditions, 
becomes extraordinarily acute. Many cells have 
plastered walls, so that eommunicating by tapping on 
them becomes easy. but even those prisoners, the walls 
of whose cells are bare stones, become experts at in- 
terpretii g the taps heard on the locks of the ddbrs 
and converse with each other all day. 


* * 
Forced Inactivity Almost Unbearable. 


While wardens are venal enough to accept bribes 
from friends of prisoners to allow their charges to 
break minor. regulations, such, for instance, as re- 
ceiving letters from the world outside, they were not 
to be induced to connive at a captive’s escape. It was 
too dangerous to them, as their complicity instantly 
would have been suspected and they would run the 
risk of having themselves to take the runaway’s place. 
The forced inactivity of the mind almost is insupporta- 
ble. Some sit for hours.counting aloud. 

In the Schlusselburg fortress, the Dresden Dic- 
tator, Michaer Bakunin, the revolutionist of 1848, was 
once confined. The Czar Nicholas, delighted at the* 
importance of the victim, ordered him to receive better 
treatment than the other captives and consequently 
the cell he inhabited was larger than the ordinary 
ones, and to this day the whole area of its white- 
washed walls is covered by Bakunin’s calculations, to 
write down some of which he must have stood on his 
bed, since they are close under the ceiling, some nine 
feet above the floor. : 

It is unusual for prisoners to change their cells, so 
that the one tiny room is their home throughout their 
stay, usually prolonged, in Schlusselburg. The result 
is that prisoners, by the tapping process, soon get to 
learn the details of the lives of the prisoners on either 
side of them. 
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Madman Plans Awful Revenge. 


A prisoner called Linbomiroff, who had blown off 


His own arm white experimenting with an infernal ma- 


chine, was a workingman and entirely without means 
or influence, and the wardens made no secret of their 
dislike of him and treated him with the greatest 
cruelty. They would deprive him of food, or beat and 
kick him for failing to have his cell in order within 
the regulation time, a thing which for him in his one 
armed condition, well nigh was impossible. 

This man finally lost his reason, and, with the in- 
genuity of a madman, planned a terrible vengeance, 
He made a rope by twisting up strips of his sheets 
and smeared it with dust and dirt so as to make it 
invisible in the darkness. This rope he tied across the 
doorway of his cell some inches above the ground. 
When the warden who was his special enemy appeared 
next day, Linbomiroff made a gesture as if to strike 
him, 

The warden rushed at him, tripped over the rope, 
and, receiving a tremendous blow from the prinene 
fell senseless. The wretched madman. set on 
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eyes, cut off his fingers, and, after setting his hair 
alight, flung him into the corridor. 
* 


Insane Prisoner Kills Three Wardens. 

While, as a general rule. six months in the prison 
saps a man's strength to such an extent that he is 
incapable of any resistance this is not always the case. 
On one occasion a man who had been imprisoned for 
seven years, and always had been regarded as of a 
peaceful dieposition, in a sudden fit of frenzy, fell upon 
a warden, wrested away his rifle, and stabbed him in 


his neck with the fixed bayonet. 


Another warden instantly fired at the prisoner and 
wounded him in the shoulder. However, he dodged 
round the yard, fired the cartridges which were in the 
magazine of the rifle and killed two wardens. He then 


dropped to the ground apparently mortally injured, net 


on the warden’s rushing up to secure him, he 
himself and killed a third of his antagonists with the 
butt of the rifle before he was dll malar Not being 
considered Insane he was hanged. 

In 1897 a revolutionist named Knieff was brought 
to Schlusselburg. He had just been married, and, by 


bribing the warden, he was enabled to receive letters 


from his young wife. Suddenly the letters ceased. 
The wardens swore they had posted his letters, but 
that the person who brought the replies had ceased to 
put in an appearance. 

Six months passed, for Knieff a time of despond- 
ency and suspense, when, as he entered the prison yard 
one morning for his daily exercise, he saw three. 
women at the other side of the yard.. 
them had her head wrapped: up—it was winter—in a 
‘thick cloth, but as she passed him she raised the cloth 
and smiled. It was his wife, who had got herself 
arrested to be near him. 

Kneiff’'s wife caught but a few glimpses of him dur- 
igg their imprisonment. Occasionally he caught glimpses 
of her walking in the yard, and they exchanged signals 
from a distance—but never had the opportunity of 
speaking to each other. 

The woman sacrificed her life for’ the happiness of 
knowing that she was near her husband and that she 
was aiding him to bear the awful burden of prison life.

Horde of Madmen Released. 


The scenes after the release of the prisoners defy 
all description. What came forth from those horrible 
holes were not men—but animals; mind and soul were 
gone, and only the unspeakably horrible remnants of the 
human bodies, clawed, hafry, unspeakably foul, with 
eyea that revealed horribly the cuning born of fighting 
for bits of food, the madness of starvation, abuse and 
solitude. 

Graft by the keepers perhaps was more responsible 
for the starvation and wretchedness of the prisoners 
than the inhumanity of the rulers. The guards sold the 
food sent to the prisoners, and supplied them with 
refuse, decayed meats, and wormy deans. 

Madness resulting from ifi-nourishment and soll- 
tary confinement in damp, sunless cells killed almost as 
many as did disease. The majority of the long term 
prisoners released were insane—and even more were 
coughing away their lives with consumption. 

Many of them had lived only in hope of vengeance, 
fought for life for a chance to kill a guard, to die 
with talons clutched in the throat of some representa- 
tive of the oppressor. Release has robbed most of 
them of their ferocity. The reaction has left them 
mainly helpless, mumbling, half-witted wrecks of <hu- 
manity, incapable of executing the wild deeds their 
maddened brains planned during their long’ captivity.

The ticket broker has a legitimate field. 
His business grew out of the necessity of the 
people who travel to find some place where 
they could dispose ot stich portions of their 
tickets which through change or accident 
they could not use, and receive their money 
at once. s 

Our business always has been fostered by 
the undoubted yearning on the part of the 
public in general to get the best of the rail- 
roads. Our province is to show the pubiic 
how, legitimately, they can get the best of 
the railroads. 

Year by year the opportunities for legiti- 

mate scalping have been curtailed by the rall- 
roads, so that it is almost impossible for @ 
broker to make more than a bare Hing now 
without resorting to trickery and dishonesty, 
where formerly he could make large profits 
by fain means. 

Round ttip tickets nearly always are sold 
by the refilroads at reduced rates. Fre- 
quentiy they are sold for 2% cents a mile, 
sometimes for 2 cents, and on special occa- 
lone, such as Grand Army entampments 
and other large gatherings, for 1% cents a 
mile. On a@ 1,000 mite trip the traveler could 
save $10 on the going trip by purchasing a 
round trip ticket at 2 cents a mile and selling 
the return portién to a scealper at destination. 

* 


Much Risk in Mileage Books. 

What usually is done is for the broker to 
purchage the round trip ticket, selling it to 
the traveler for $5 less than the regular fare, 
and our agent meets him at his destination 
to iake up the return portion. There was a 
tine when we dealt in mileage books, which 
were sold for 2 cents a mile, but in recent 
years these have been so hedged about with 
restrictions that the risk ts too great for 
5 scalper to take. 

“Frequently competition among the rall- 
roads forces them to sell tickets in which 
there is a legitimate “ scalp,” or profit for 
the scalpe: This is true in the case of 
tickets. sold from St. Louis to the east, The 
fact that there are direct Hines from St. Louls 
to New York has forced the St. Louis-Chicago 
roads to sell tickéete at a lower rate than 
the combined Chicago-New York and the St. 
Louis-Chicago rate. The fare from St. Louls 
to New York, via either the short line or via 
Chicaro, is $23.50, while the fare from Chi- 
cago to New York fs $20. The St. Louls- 
Chicago rate is $7.50, so it is apparent that 
the breker has a margin of $4 in selling a 
New York ticket to the man coming from 
St. Levis to Chicago, taking up the eastern 
portion of the ticket in this city.

Infanctions Rein Brokers. 

But the railroads have been curtalling 
more and more. First they adopted the iron- 
clad contract excursion ticket, which could 
not de used save by the original purchaser. 
Then the various ticket protective bureaus 
were established and the mileage bureaus, 
which threw safeguards around the mileage 
books and other forms of scalpable tickets. 

Then when the brokers did find a way to 
manipulate some of the excursion tickets, and 
do it legitimately, the railroads had recourse 
to the injunctive power of the courts, and 
that has been the last blow. 

The ticket brokers have formed a society 
for their own protection, but it avails them 
nothing against the strength of the railroads 
in the courts. I am free to admit that it 
is the power of the injunction that has driven 
me out of the business. Fortunately in the 
thirty-five years I have been a ticket broker 
I have acquired a modest fortune, so 1 Shall 
not suffer, but it is going to come hard on 
some of the younger men, and the old ones, 
too, who have not saved theirmoney. There 
is no place on thie continent for them to go 
and resume business, if they are driven out 
of this country. The laws in Canada and 
Mexico are so strict that a ticket broker 
could not exist there. 
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Tricks of Dishonest Brokers, 

The skill which some brokers have attained 
in deception is worthy of a better cause, 
One of their favorite tricks is to use fugitive 
ink for signatures to contract tickets. The 
customer is furnished with a fountain pen 
containing ink that will fade away in a few 


days, and, armed with this, he goes to the 
regular ticket office, purchases’ a round trip 


excursion ticket, signs it with this pen, and 
when he arrives at destination the signature 
has disappéared, Then the scalper can sell 
the return portion without asking the cus- 
tome to commit forgery. It often is possi- 
bie fot a broker to make $20 on an investment 
of $75 in a California ticket and save the 
customer a like sum. 

These dishonest brokers use acids to make 
erasures in the tickets, sometimes changing 
the date and the destifietion of tickets and 


even change the name of the road over which 


it is good. In recent years the railroads 


‘have taken to punching a description of the 


original purchaser in the margin of the 
ticket, but some dishonest scalpers have 
gone so far as to chew up pieces of paper into 
@ pulp, fill it in these holes, iron out the

Fooling the Grand Trunk.

rows of figures representing units, tens, and 
hundreds. The stations along the line were 


all numbered, so that 150 represented Port- 


land, for instance. A siip with the 150 
punched indicated that the holder Was enti- 
tied to ride to Portland on any train of the 
road, but there was nothing to show where 
he got on. The slip was taken up by the 
last conductor. 

The moment the broker saw one of these 
he saw a way to beat the railroad company, 
and he did it. He got a ticket from Toronto 
to. Portland, Me., and sold it to. a man going 
to Montreal. At Montreal the mip was sold 
to some man going to a station west of 
Portland, and when the purchaser . was 
through with it he mailed it back to the 
Montreal office, where it was cold again. 
He used those slips over and vor again 
untfl one day the suspicions of a conductor 
were aroused. He noticed that a slip bearing 
the same number was used out of Montreal 
on two occasions. He reported he matter 
to the company, and the system was changed 
at once, but not until the broker had made 
thousands of dollars.

Hany People Sell Passes. 

There are thousands of tricks in the manip- 
ulation of tickets which scalpers have 
learned. They are more or less dishonest 
and the better class of brokers do not resort 
to them. About all the dishonest broker 
cares about is to get the ticket fixed up 80 
that it will pass the first inepection at the 
gate and permit the holder to board the 
train. He does not care if the deception ts 
discovered later, and the passenger is forced 
to pay the full fare or be put off the train, 
because in nine cases out of ten the man or 
woman who buys a ticket from a sealper and 
gets into trouble never will come back. Some- 
times they do come back to make trouble 
for the scalper, and usually he refunds the 
money on the condition that the matter be 
dropped. 

No self-respecting broker will deal in rall- 
road passes. It ie strprising to see the num- 
ber of persons who get free transportation 
from the railroads, and when they find they 
cannot use it, instead of taking it back to 
the railroad, will sell it. Hundreds of passes 
and half rate orders which have been issued 
out of compliment by the railroads are sold 
in the large cities every day, and yet I doubt 
not if these people who dispose of passes 
are the loudest in their cry against the op- 
pression of the railroads, 
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10,000 Chicagoans. “Not only have 

they solved the problem of getting 
into the country for summer months 
without yielding up a portion of their 
winter's earnings to gummer

In other words, they work for him. 

The number of people who annually leave 
the city fer vacations of this sort is increas- 
ing with every year. Naturally, the ma- 
jority of them come from the workers who 
earn small salaries in the city. The man or 
woman with a steady position at good wages 
can hardly afford to leave for the summer 
season at the wages paid by summer hotel 
proprietors, but the man or woman whose 
position is such as to offer no tangible reason 
for staying 1! 
‘months slowly but surely is getting on to the 
fact that it lo much easier, much more en- 
joyable, and much more conducive to good 
health and contentment to work at a sum- 
mer resort in the summer season than to 
remain at home./ They secure employment 
as waitresses, clerks, saleswomen, boathouse 
managers, stenographers, domestics, and 
what not at the thousands of hotels and 
resorts operating during the summer in the 
middie west. They receive their board and 
room, and often good wages. They are ena- 
bled to save, because the opportunities for 
spending are few; and at the same time they 
enjoy the fresh air and the other edvan- 
tages that go with two or three months at 
a summer resort,

Summer Hotels Hire Many People. 

The number of chances for leaving the city 
at a fair salary for the summer time are a 
revelation to the persons unacquainted with 
the proportions to which the summer resort 
business has reached. Everybody takes 4 
vacation nowadays. The vast majority of 
this everybody takes it in the country. 
Most people want to spend their vacation 
beside water of some kind, and the conse- 
qhence has been that every lake of a size 
larger than that which may be described as 
a pond is dotted with its summer hotels. 
And all of these hotels employ help, rang- 
ing from the small one which gets along 
with four domestics, and where the pro- 
prietor, or proprietress, is manager, to the 
mammoth establishment employing 100 peo- 
ple or more, and where the range of oppor- 
tunity runs from the “hired girl” at $4 4 
week and board, to the manager, at $4,000 4 
season.

To apply any remedy by spraying it is nec- 
essary to have a machine or force pump of 
some kind. As long as the trees are young 
a small machine that may be attached to a 
barrel or even a large pajl will answer the 
purpose. Where trees dre well grown ma- 
chines of a large size will be necessary. In 
townships where there are several orchards 
a machine could be bought by subscription 
and each subecriber have the use of it when 
required.

London Purple Kills Codlin Moth. 

London purple is preferred rather than 
paris green by some for the codlin moth; 
and also for curculio, the tent caterpillar, and 
the cankerworm. After many experiments 
in various places it has been proved that Lon- 
don purple in proportion of one pound to 100 
gallons of water is the right strength to 
use. The London purple must be of the first 
quality and the water must be agitated all 
the time during the spraying. Paris green 
in the same manner is equally effective and 
should be used in the same manner and in 
the same proportion. It is slightly more ex- 
pensive than London pprple. 

Kerosene emulsion is a valuable prepa- 
ration, and is used for the destruction of bugs 
and lice on many plants and trees. It is pre- 
pared as follows: Kerosene oil, 8 pints; 
water, 4 pints; common soap, % pound. Dis- 
solve the soap in hot water; then add the 
kerosene and agitate with ¢ brush or syringe 
until the kerosene is thoroughly mixed and 
the whole becomes milky. To this add 25 
gallons of water and spray. The mixture 
can be bottled and kept for a long time; when 
desired add water in proportion ag recom- 
mended, 


Dry rep dene Alse Useful. 

Dry preparations of lime and arsenic are 
used for destroying slugs, especially where 
there are but few trees, as in private gar- 
dens. One ounce of London purple or Paris 
green mixed with a waterpail of slacked 
lime and dusted very lightly will be found 
effective. 

Bordeaux mixture is: recommended to be 
used for the destruction of rust. miidew, 
scab, and other fungi. The preparation is 
readily made, and is as follows: Sulphate of 
copper, 6 pounds; unslaked n. 4 pounds; 
water, 22 gallons. | 

Dissolve the copper in sixteen gallons of 
water, in another vessel slake the lime in 
six gations of water. When the lattea mix- 
ture has cooled pour it slowly into the cop- 
per solution, care being taken to mix the 
fluids t by constant stirring. 

The best time for using ‘London purple or 
Paris green mixture as insecticides on apple 
trees is when the blossoms begin to fall: 
then when the fruit is as large as marrowfat 
peas, and once more in August. This is for

sity they be short drives. .In the stage 
coach period, he did his driving in lieu of the 
railroad. Now he does it in view of the rail- 
roade—that.is to say, in view of the steam 
railroad, the trolley line being conceded to be 
a weaner from the driving habit. 
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Railroads Make Business Good. 
And, considering that it is the short drives 
that pay best, it follows that the best field 
is where the railroads show thickest. Ul- 
nols, Indians, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas, and even the 
Dakotas all offer splendid territory to select 


from. With a railroad map of the state 


of his choice before him it becomes an easy 
matter for the embryo liveryman to figure 
out a dosen or more iiely locations. The 
points that will offer the greatest number 
of short distance drives, with the minimum 
of long distance points--say, not over twen- 
ty miles—should be given the preference.

Fruit Raising 

When using Bordeaux mixture for destruc- 
tion of rust, mildew, and scab, spray May 
1, then when the leaves are unfolding, and 
again in the middle of June or whenever the 
fungi appear. 

To destroy slugs use London purple or Paris 
green mixture at the first appearance, again 
in a few days, and again later, if any slugs 
remain. 


Spray When Leaves Are Dry. 

All spraying should be done when the 
leaves are dry and if the weather is settled, 
Currant worms are easily destroyed with 
either London purple or Paris green. 

Rabbits are destructive in winter time. 
When the ground is covered with snow they 
will eat the bark and do damage. They are 
easily destroyed by shooting or trapping. 

Mice are more destructive and should be 
vigilantly sought. . When the ground is coy- 
ered with snow they burrow under and are 
hidden from sight in a short time. If the 
snow is tramped and made firm around each 
tree it will prevent their depredations. Corn, 
poisoned with arsenic, coated with sugar, and 
put in drain tiles—the tiles placed on slight 
mounds and covered with corn stalk or brush 
—is the most effective killer. The tiles 
should be placed at short distances if the mice 
are numerous.

How to Plant Cherry Trees. 


Cherry orchards are profitable, even more 
so than apple orchards. They must not be 
planted on low, wet ground and the soil 
should be Geep, rich, andloamy. The culti- 
vation of the ground should be on or about 
the same line as advised for apple orchards, 
varying the temporary crops according to 
the demand for the different kinds. What. 
ever crops are planted must have proper 
care and attention and be of sufficiens 
size to warrant this being done. The size of 
the orchard must, of course, depend upon the 
acreage of ground avaliable for that purpose; 
not less than four acres is advised, six or ten 
or more’ acres would be preferable. The 
larger areas, if not practicable to be planted 
in one year, could follow at periods of two 
years. A8 with apples, the varieties most 
profitable to grow are limited; though a 
number are catalogued. 

Cherries should not be planted as far apart 
ag apples. Rows twenty feet apart and the 
trees sixteen feet apart in the row are recom- 
mended, thus giving 260 trees to the acre, and 
for four acres 864 trees. Currants should be 
planted between-the trees. The currants best 
known are Victoria and red Dutch. Some 
fancy kinds, as Fay’s Prolific” or “Cherry,” 
may also be tried.

Cherry Orchard Lives 25 Years. 


After the third year [indeed, if the trees 
have grown well there may be fruit the third 
year), considerable fruit will be produced, 
and from then onward the crop will greatly 
increase each year, providing the trees have 
been properly cared for and late frosts have 
not destroyed the fruit. The life of a cherry 


. orchard under favorable conditions is from 


twenty to twenty-five years.

Editor of the Workers’ Magezine: In the store 
where I work—one of the largest in the city—I fre- 
quently am disgusted to hear my fellow workers 
cursing and sneering at the management. Every 
day I hear them talk sneeringly of the illiberal 
policy, the niggardliness and stinginess of the 
firm. My pay is low—$16 a week—but when 
went to the store I was glad to get work at 
wage. I knew what was expected of me and have 
tried to live up to it. The firm has given me every- 
thing it agreed to give, and has on two cocasions 
overlooked shortcomings on my pert. The firm 
has treated every men and women I know ae well 
as it has me; yet when the knockers *’ get to 
work in our départment I am about the only de- 
fender it has. 

In arguing with them I always use two cases 
that have come under my observation. One man 
had been employed by the firm for nineteen years 
and had advanced to where he was drawing $65 
a week. During the nineteen years he never had 
taken his regular two weeks vacation. He sup- 
posed that the firm would give him three months 
some time.

He was called into 
the office. The manager gave him a check for 
forty weeks’ salary at $65 a week, told him to 
go away and take the whole forty weeks’ vacation 
he bad earned, and, if not entirely well by that 
time, to stay away until he was well, and that his 
salary would go on. The other case was that of 
a girl bookkeeper, a high priced one, who drew 


to the resort and stay until she was entirely well.

If the baby is artificially fed from birth, begin 
with Mixture.

After the fourth month the above mixtures are not 
strong enough. 

In weaning an older infant use the mixture suit- 
ed to the age of the child from the above or from 
following mixtures. 
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There is no perfect substitute for mother’s milk. 
This applies to the milk of the wet nurse, to the milk 
of the cow or the goat, condensed milk, and to the 
artifidial foods so widely advertised. 

The infant should have nothing but its mother’s 
milk for the first six months at least. 

Never wean a baby without consulting a phy- 
sician. 

Weaning should not be attempted until every ef- 
fort has been made to improve the milk of the mother. 

Never adopt artificial foods without consulting the 
doctor.

Drugs Taken by Mother May Poison Child. 


A nursing mother should drink plenty of pure 
Water. dhe should drink tea sparingly. and never 
Strong tea. Milk should be used freely. 

Drugs must not be given te a nursing mother 
except on advice of a physician. Opium, senna, rhu- 
barb, and other drugs taken by the mother may pol- 
son the child. 

During the first day aftes birth the child should 
be put to the breast once every six hours, on the sec- 
ond yay once in four hours, 

not feed the child artificial food before the flow 
of mother’s milk becomes free. Give it nothing but 
pure water or a water soaked Hnen rag to suck. 

Ten nursings in twenty-four hours are sufficient 
for 7 first five ‘weeks, 


with one nursing 


From the siath week to the third month eight 
nursings, two and a half hours apart, will be sufficient, 
at night. From the third to the 
fifth month the baby 
should be nursed every 
three hours during the 
daytime. 

It is easy to get a baby 
into good habits. It is 
hard to get a baby out 
of bad habits. By adopt- 
ing regular habits of 
nursing the mother is 
given more freedom and 
more yest and is in bet- 
ter condition to take 
good care of her child. 

The nursing should not 
last over twenty min- 
utes. Never let the baby

Don't use paregoric, whisky, brandy, 
sirup when baby has colic. 

Drugging the baby won't cure colic.

Practical Rules for Weaning the Baby. 


Don’t nurse the baby after the ninth month. 
Many should be weaned after the sixth month. 

Wean the baby gradually. Sudden weaning is 
dangerous. 

It is best not to wean the baby in hot weather. 

Give the baby both artificial milk and mother’s 
milk for some time. 

Wet nurses are dangerous. The food supply may 
be lost at any time, and a change is dangerous: The 
child may acquire disease from the wet nurse.

Of files and mosquitoes the breeding places 
of these insects must be destroyed. Flies 
breed in stables, barnyards, and wherever 
there are messes of filth. Mosquitoes breed 
in marshes and swamps, old rain barrels, 
eave troughs, and wherever there is stagnant 
water impregnated with decaying organic 
matter. 

The sanitary lesson for the homemaker to 
learn is to avoid the marshes and drain them 
before building, and keep free from ali pools 
of stagnant water, great or small, on the 
premises, and keep the stables and barn- 
yards free from permeating masses of decay- 
ing organic matter. 

To keep the Insects out of the house things 
should, if possible, be se planned that the 
prevailing winds will not blow from the sta- 
bles, barnyard, or any marshes in the vicinity 
toward it, and then in summer use wire 
screens oh every door and window, as well 
as inclose the porches around the hose. 
Italian physicians, ¢xperimenting in the Pon- 
tine marshes to discover the cause of Roman 
fever, found the peasants living side by side 
in ordinary canvas and in tight, screen pro- 
tected tents, contracted this disease in the 
unprotected tents where the mosquitoes had 
free access, and escaped infection in the 
screen protected, where they were excluded.

Care of Birds. 

_. Birds, like human beings, are lable to con- 
tract Golds, which, if not attended to at once, 
may terminate in asthma or gapes.. An even 
temperature is as essential for birds as for 
man and drafts are just as injurious 15 one 
as the other. 

To cifre‘a.cold make a stiff paste of hard 
ooited eggs and powdered cracker. Rape seed 
and millet are used in addition to the regu- 
lar diet to good advantage. 

For gapes, the symptoms of which are a 
bicated appearance, a continuous opening 
and closing of the bill, accompanted-by pant- 
ing. the treatment is as follows: Keep the 
bird warm; give ripe plantain, canary, and 
rape seed in addition to the egg and cracker 
paste, and every morning a teaspoonful of 
bread and warm milk. Minute pieces of salt 
pork rolled in cayenne pepper may also be 
us ed.

Without books is like a face wanting in 
expression. When the house has its library 
the bulk of one’s books have their local hab- 
itation definitely fixed. but the other rooms, 
nevertheless, want their quota.

tive way. What we need is adevelopmentof 
the sources of supply. 

There have never been enough of good plays 

from the days of Euripides to the present 

time. If one should look back over the his- 


tory of the stage in France and England it 
can be seen that the story of the stage in all 


centuries has been that of frequent failure— 
few good plays supplied, a few authors suc- 
cessful, There has been a dearth of dramatic 
production in England sometimes for twenty 
or thirty years. 

I like managerial work and I should be 
willing, tf I could afford it, to pay for the 
privilege of management Hf I could make 
productions I should choose. All men should 
be tn positions where they can exert their tal- 
ents in the best possible way. I like the busi- 
ness and I Uke it from the artistic side. So 
does my brother Charles. If he did not he 
would be wealthier than he fe. He does not 
produce all playe for the money that fs in 
them, but becanse he feels often that they 
ought to be produced. 


a 

Theatrical conditions have changed great- 
ly. The change began to manifest itself 
even in Augustin Daly's latter days. When I 
had to give up the old Lyceum theater and 
obtained the lease of Daly’s I felt that I 
might continue in that place work similar to 
that which had for fifteen years made the 
Lyceum the home of polite drama and good 
ensemble ac 

In France all that is interesting in dra- 
matic art is centered in Paris, In England 
there is no theatrical life outside of London. 
Consequently the best English and French 
actors may be found in their capitals. Here 
the conditions are reversed, The actor can 
make more money in our provinces, if they 
may be so called, than they can earn in New 
York, although Chicago and Boston may be 
regarded now as independent theatrical cap!- 
tals, not dependent upon the metropolis for 
thetr fre pie supply. 

It costa 86,000 a week to maintain an aver- 
age theater with ite acting company. Itis 
easy not to play to $6,000 a week in receipts. 
Besides, the losses are so much in excess 
proportionately to the profits. Dramatic art 
may suffer some by this absence of a regu- 
lar company, but the manager'e financial 
imtegrity is safeguarded. Yet it has many 
advantages. A company is especially en- 
gaged to suit the character of the play, and 
to the public it matters little whether the 
play ie enacted by a stock company or a spe- 
cial company so long as the play is a good 
play and the company a good company. On 
the other hand, a stock company is not so 
much missed when so many favorite actors 
can be seen at different times at so many 
different theaters. 


— 

The dest thing that I have ever done from 
an artistic point of view was Pinero’s The 
Princess and the Butterfly,“ in the old Ly- 
ceum. I have always considered that the 
best, and so do people who have seen it. 
There have deen other plays produced gs 
were also well cast, because, fortunately, I 
had a good assemblage of people. 

Since Augustin Daly's days the artistic 
plane of productions has gone up from the 
pictorial, spectacular point of view, but gone 
down from the artistic point of view. 

‘The conditions of business are to blame 
for that. With such a tremendous amount 
of competition the demand for the best actors 
in all parts of America hae been a reason, 
because it is hard to maintain constamtly in 
one company a collection of important actors, 
It is impossible for a manager to pay the gal- 
aties or to compete constantly for their serv- 
jees. The only thing left if he proposes to 
organize a company is to take new people.
